"I'eaco, peace, peace,' has been tho 


talk of her foreign oflleo.for n. year or 
more" 'sald(. thp- President. "A llttlo'of 
the taik/.has .been public, but most of 
it has. iie'ph private. TnrouKli all sorts 
of channels It has come to mo .and In 


- all sorts of guises. The military-mast- 


ers under whom Germany li; biccdlng 
.sec very clearly to what point fate 
has brought them. If they can secure 
a peace now with tho immense ad- 
vantages still In their Imnda which 
they have up to this point apparently 
gained, they will have justified them- 
selves before the German people; they 
will have gained by force what they 
promised to gain hy It."

Extravagant Pulpit Utterances. 


In times of excitement some of the most foolish and exlrav 


ngant statements are made from Hie pulpit. This is not ; 
pleasant thing" to say, but it is the truth. And without doub 
there is more than one reason for this. Ministers as a class are 
not so familiar with practical affairs as men who are in close 
touch with business and polilics, and are consequently more 
liable to err in their judgment of such affairs, while the very 
nature of their calling is very liable to lead to exaggeration 
unless this is scrupulously guarded against. A\osl of us have 
heard flights of oratory about conditions in the unseen world 
containing statements which could hot be substantiated by 
anything resembling actual evidence. Through (lie courtesy 
and indifTere'nce of the people these extravagant statements in 
the great majority of cases go unchallenged and it all passes 
along-—or passes away—smoothly. 


But when the miuisler enters the material field and begins 


to talk as he does about things "over there" lie finds among 
his hearers or readers some plain, everyday people who de- 
mand reason and common sense, and who are not willing to 
swallow whole all that he says simply because lie happens to 
be a minister of the gospel. 


A Boston divine-of considerable prominence recently occu- 


pied a pulpit in another town in his state, and some things he 
said would indicate that he imagined the people there do not 
fully understand the condition that 'confronts the country. 
He talked war, of course, and among his statements, if he was 
correctly reported, was this: "It is entirely possible that within 
Myear this city will see German soldiers in its streets; that 
•there will be a German princeling in the White House and 
ihat we shall be working djiy(and night lo pay a staggering 
war indemnify."'

it, beyond the fact that there is no more probability of such an 
outcome than there is that the moon is made 'of green cheese. 
Regardless of (he prominence of the man who made il, this was 
an attempt al.biigabooism entirely unworthy of any minister 
of the gospe) or any man entitled to a respectful hearing.

Patriotism is proper in (he church as well as out of it, but 


the voice of the pulpit should not be converted into a war

jnto a bloody frenzy by alarming tales of what is "possible." 
The less preaching there is of this sort the belter it will be for 
nil concerned, and particularly for (lie men who do Ihe preach- 
ing,
